Politics  is,  at  best,  a  confusing  spectacle 
and  not  for  the  faint  of  heart. 
Politicians  often  intentionally  make  it 
so.  Sometimes  it  seems  that  the  American 
political  roller  coaster  was  designed  to 
make  us  so  nauseated  on  our  first  ride  that 
we  won't  want  to  come  back  for  more.  The 
ideas  just  don't  make  sense,  and  the  words 
are  carefully  chosen  to  preserve  ambiguity. 

Even  seasoned  journalists  and  grizzled 
political  watchers  can  get  int^lectual 
vertigo  from  the  excess  verbiage 
ricocheting  around  the  room  at  the  speed 
of  soimd.Ts  he  for  that  legislation,  or  is  he 
against  it?  Whdt  did  he  just  say,  and  what 
did  it  have  to  do  with  what  I  just 
asked  him? 

One  thing  is  for  sure,  however. 
The  historical  and '^journalistic 
recording  of  politician's 
pronouncements  often  make  them 
sound  foolish  and  reveal  to  the 
rest  of  us  the  hidden  agendas  on 
behalf  of  which  th^  are  working 
so  passionately,  "rhe  proposed 
Federal  Marriage  Amendment 
(FMA)  to  the  U.S.  Constitution  is 
a  prime  example. 

The  FMA  is  a  simple  statement 
that  marriage  in  the  U.S.  should 
be  limited  to  the  union  of  one  man 
and  one  woman.  The  debate  that 
receded  its  2004  defeat  in  the 
.S.  Senate  would  lead  one  to 
believe  the  fate  of  the  free  world  hung  in 
the  balance.  Opponents  of  FMA 
ultimately  staked  their  arguments  on 
one  basic  premise,  to  wit:

So  FMA  was  defeated  on  the 
soothing  note  that  the  states  could 
decide  me  issue  on  their  own,  and 
many  states  including  Mississippi 
indeed  enacted  amendments 
defining  marriage.  All's  well  that 
ends  well,  right?  We  can  all  take 
heart  from  the  politicians'  newfound  respect 
for  the  will  of  the  pecyle,  right? 

Fast  forward  to  May  12  of  this  year:  U.S. 
District  Judge  Joseph  Bataillon  of  Nebraska 
threw  out  that  state's  constitutional 
amendment  defining  and  limiting  marriage 
to  the  union  of  one  man  and  one  woman, 
even  though  the  amendment  passed  by  a 
707o-30%  margin.  Federal  challenges  to 
several  other  states'  similar  amendments  are 
pending.  The  fate  of  Mississippi's  marriage 
amendment,  while  not  yet  formally 
challenged,  could  hang  in  the  balance.

fanciful  words  about  protecting  the  states' 
ability  to  decide  such  issues  on  their  own? 
Where  is  their  passionate  defense  of  the 
people's  right  to  make  their  own  laws?  All 
IS  forgotten.i  The  FMA  is  dead  for  now. 


and  activist  judges  will  continue  to 
subvert  the  people's  will  despite  the 
assurances  of  the  politicians. 

The  moral  of  this  story  is  that  Christians 
must  continue  to  be  immersed  in  this 
country's  marketplace  of  ideas  and  debate, 
and  we  must  learn  not  to  give  in  to  the  lies 
and  deceptions  that  have  led  to  the  defeat  of 
moral  and  civic  issues  we  deem  important. 
When  an  issue  as  critical  as  FMA  comes 
before  the  country,  we  should  stand  our 
ground  and  not  be  beguiled  by  the  high- 
sounding  rhetoric  of  our  opponents. 

Of  course,  Christians  shouldn't  go 
overboard  and  resort  to  the  inappropriate 
tactics  of  our  opponents,  but  we  must  not 
be  afraid  to  speak  loudly  and  clearly  to  the 
future  of  this  country.  If  we  do  any  less,  we 
will  receive  our  just  reward. 


On  May  12,  1897,  the  first 
child  walked  through 
the  doors  of  The  Baptist 
Children's  Village  (BCV).

'A  large 
ham,  butter,  ^ggs,  fruits,  nuts, 
turkey,  etc.,  all  came  as  we  had 
been  wishing  for  something  to 
make  the  children  happy.'" 

While  there  have  been  many 
changes  in  our  society  and  in 
the  needs  of  the  ministry  since 
those  early  days,  the  generosity 
of  God's  people  has  endured 
the  test  of  time.  This  generosity 
for  the  past  108  years  has 
ensured  that  thousands  of 
children  throughout  the  state 
have  a  safe  place  where  their 
physical  needs  can  be  met,  and 
where  they  can  hear  of  our

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Canadian  bishop's  remarks  draw  scrutiny 


CALGARY,  Alberta,  Canada 
(BP)  —  A  Catholic  bishop  in 
Canada  is  undet  investigation 
by  a  government  agency  for 
condemning  gay  marriage, 
and  American  conservatives 
say  such  infringements  on 
religious  freedom  could  be 
headed  to  the  U.S. 

The  bishop,  Fred  Henry  of 
Calgary,  is  being  investigated 
^  the  Alberta  Human  Rights 
Commission  for  comments  he 
made  about  homosexuality  in 
both  a  letter  to  parishioners 
and  a  Calgary  Sun  newspaper 
column.  Two  homosexuals 
filed  the  complaints. 

In  the  newspaper  column, 
which  stated  basic  Christian 
doctrine,  Henry  wrote,  among 
other  things,  "Since  homo¬ 
sexuality,  adultery,  proshtution 
and  pornography  undermine 
the  foundations  of  the  family, 
the  basis  of  society,  then  the 
State  must  use  its  coercive 
power  to  proscribe  or  curtail^ 
them  in  the  interests  of  the 
common  good."  He  also  argued 
that  behind  the  push  for  gay 
marriage  is  a  desire  to  have 
society  accept  homosexuality. 

If  found  guilty,  Henry  could 
be  fined  —  and  religious 
expression  will  take  a  big  hit. 

Gay  marriage  is  legal  in 
seven  of  10  Canadian  provinces 
and  one  of  three  territories. 
While  Alberta  has  yet  to  legalize 
gay  marriage,  provincial  law 
nonetheless  bans  discrimination 
based  on  sexual  orientation. 
That  includes  public  statements 
and  publications.  The  Human 
Rights  Commission  is  the 
■government  body  that 
mvestigates  complaints. 

Bruce  Clemenger,  president 
of  the  Evangelical  Fellowship 
of  Canada,  said  that  even  if  the 
complaint  is  dismissed. 


homosexual  activists  will  have 
won  a  small  victory.  "Even  the 
launching  of  a  complaint  itself 
raises  deep  concerns," 
Clemenger  told  Baptist  Press. 

"It  sets  a  troubling  and  a  dang¬ 
erous  precedent.  Will  people  of 
faith  be  able  to  express  religious 
views  on  sexual  morality  wimout 
the  threat  of  legal  sanction?  Even 
having  a  complaint  filed  means 
[the  bishop]  needs  to  bring  in 
lawyers,  begin  preparing 
response.  It's  in  some  ways  an 
attempt  to  intimidate  or  silence 
him,  when  in  fact  what  he  was 
doing  is  expressing  some  of  the 
basic  teaching  of  the  Catholic 
catechism." 

Henry  vowed  to  fight  the 
complaint. "Those  that  support 
same-sex  marriage  want  to 
shut  the  churches  out  of  this 
important  debate,"  he  said  at  a 
press  conference  in  late 
March,  according  to  Canadian 
Press.  "Those  who  favor  same- 
sex  marriage  have  been  given 
a  full  opportunity  to  state 
their  views  on  the  issue  but 
now  they  are  saying  anyone

who  speaks  out  against  same- 
sex  marriage  is  discriminating 
against  homosexuals." 

Carol  Johnson,  one  of  the 
homosexuals  who  filed  a  com¬ 
plaint,  said  she  was  concerned 
Henry’s  letter  and  column  would 
expose  homosexucds  to  "hatred 
or  contempt." 

"These  remarks  are 
particularly  dangerous  when 
made  by  a  person  in  a  position 
of  trust  and  authority,"  Johnson 
wrote  in  her  complamt. 

Social  conservatives,  though, 
say  tiie  incident  is  an  example  of 
what  happens  when  homo¬ 
sexuality  is  put  on  the  same  level 
of  protection  as  race,  age  and 
disability.  In  the  United  States,  16 
states  prohibit  discrimination 
based  on  sexual  orientation  in 
employment,  according  to  the 
homosexual  group  Lambda 
Legal.  Thirteen  or  those  ban 
discrimination  in  housing. 

Illinois  is  the  latest  to  pass  a 
sexual  orientation  law.  Peter 
LaBarbera,  executive  director  of 
the  Illinois  Family  Institute,  said 
Ctinada  should  serve  ds  a  warn¬ 
ing  to  American  conservatives. 

"Once  you  get  same-sex 
marriage,  then  it  b^omes  hard  to 
stop  any  other  aspect  of  the  gay 
agenda,"  he  told  dP.  "That's  the 
part  that  people  are  forgetting." 

Religious  freedoms  already 
have  been  set  back  in  Canada 
in  recent  years.  In  2002  an 
Ontario  court  ruled  that  a 
Toronto  printer  violated  the 
human  rights  code  when  he 
refused  to  print  stationery  for 
a  homosexual  activist  group. 
He  was  fined  $5,000.  In 


Saskatchewan  Human  Rights 
Commission  fined  a  man 
$4,500  for  running  a 
newspaper  advertisement 
condemning  homosexuality. 
The  ad  included  biblical 
references. 

Because  of  the  fear  of  fines. 
Focus  on  the  Family's 
Canadian  radio  programs 
occasionally  must  have 
references  to  homosexuality 
edited  out  before  they  are 
broadcast.  Canadian  Christian 
television  also  keeps  an  eye 
on  its  programming. 

Last  year,  Canada's  Parl¬ 
iament  passed  a  bill  placing 
"sexual  orientation"  in  the 
criminal  code  classes 
protected  against  hate  speech. 
The  bill  is  now  law. 

"Clearly,  the  government 
and  judiciary  in  Canada  are 
poised  to  rule  in  favor  of  gay 
rights  over  rights  to  express 
religious  convictions,"  Kermit 
Rainman,  social  research 
analyst  for  Focus  on  the

case. 


Family,  told  BP.  "From  this 
point,  it  is  a  small  step  for  the 
government  to  require 
churches  to  perform  same-sex 
marriages  against  their  belief 
systems.  The  situation  here  in 
the  y.S.  is  not  far  behind  what 
we  are  seeing  in  Canada  and 
should  cause  every  evangelical 
Christian  and  social  con¬ 
servative  great  concern." 

"I  just  take  it  with  a  grain  of 
salt  when  they  say  they’re 
going  to  preserve  the  right  of 
churches  not  to  marry 
homosexuals,"  LaBarbera  said. 
"They  know  that  that's  a  loser 
right  now,  so  they  talk  about 
this  idea  of  civil  marriage. 

"If  there  was  no  record  of 
homosexuals  going  after 
Christian  institutions,  that 
would  be  one  thing,  but  they 
actually  are  very  aggressive." 

LaBarbera  mentioned  the 
case  of  the  Kentucky  Baptist 
Homes  for  Children,  wnich 
was  sued  for  firing  a  lesbian 
employee.  A  federal  Judge 
upheld  the  firing.

In  fact,  as 
1  was  leaving  after  church  1 
looked  up  anci  there  it  was  in 
the  same  spot  going  now'here 
and  doing  notning  but  being 
hung  up  in  the  tree.  Both 
coming  and  going  1  thought 
to  myself,  "How  sad  that  is 
for  a  kite  is  not  made  to  be 
stuck  in  a  tree.  It  was  made  to 
fly,  to  rise  and  fall,  and  to 
explore  the  outer  limits  of  a 
kicVs  world  in  space."  This 
one  was  stuck  in  a  tree. 

1  obser\ed  two  things  that 
had  affected  this  kite.  One,  it 
was  detached  from  the  string 
anci  the  other  thing  that  1 
noticed  was  that  it  was  in  the 
wrong  place.  Both  of  those 
things  w'ere  probably  related 
and  one  could  happen  before 
the  other  or  the  other  before  the 
other.  Whichever  other  comes 
first  usually  the  result  is  not 
going  to  be  gcxjd.  1  w'ent  on  into 
the  cnurch  thinking  about  how' 
much  like  some  Christians  that 
kite  appeared  to  be.  It  Uxiked 
okay,  it  just  w'asn't  doing 
anything  and  for  sure  it  was  not 
doing  what  it  was^made  to  do.

The  two  obvious  things  that 
happened  to  that  kite  happen 
to  some  of  the  Lord's  people 
and  the  results  are  not  good. 
Just  for  instance,  when  people 
get  detached  from  the  Lord 
and  His  church  you  can  almost 
predict  the  outcome.  1  am  not 
passing  judgment  when  1  say 
that  wnen  people  fall  by  the 
wayside  and  drop  out  of 
church  vou  can  almost  graph 
and  w'atch  the  dowmward 
spiral  of  their  life  take  place, 
when  Thomas  was  not 
meeting  w'ith  the  disciples  he 
became  a  cynical  doubter. 
When  Demas  got  disconnected 
from  the  Lord  and  His  people, 
he  fell  in  love  w’ith  the  world. 
When  the  rich  young  ruler 
w'alked  away  from  Jesus,  he 
w'as  engulfed  with  sadness. 

The  other  part  of  the 
problem  yvith  the  kite  is  that  it 
was  where  it  should  not  be  — 
stuck  in  the  limbs  of  a  tree 
rather  that  soaring  to  new' 
heights  of  beauty.  The 
biographical  sketches  of  that 
reality  can  be  seen  in  dozens 
of  biblical  characters  and 
thousands  of  people  we  may- 


have  read  about  or  seen. 
When  he  should  have  been  in 
battle,  David  was  at  home 
lusting  after  Bathsheba.  When 
Samson  should  have  been 
living  out  his  life  with 
integrity,  he  was  playing 
games  w'ith  a  w’oman  who 
wanted  to  see  not  just  the 
secret  of  his  strength  but  the 
cause  for  his  failure.  When  Lot 
faced  the  opportunity  and 
option  of  going  in  a  direction 
that  w'ould  be  good  for  his 
family,  he  chose  to  walk  in  the 
direction  of  Sodom  and 
destruction.  When  saints 
choose  to  go  to  a  place  w'here 
they  should  not  be,  they  end 
up  stuck  in  places,  spaces,  and 
situations  tnat  not  only  harm 
but  also  render  them  helpless. 
Many  of  us  have  not  only  seen 
that  but  in  the  vernacular  of 
today  have  been  there  and 
done  that.  It  is  not  as  though 
w'e  have  anv  right  to  stand 
and  point  a  finger  at  the  other 
kites  stuck  in  the  trees,  for  at 
times  they  have  been  us. 

Both  coming  and  going  1 
looked  at  tne  kite  and 
thought,  "Man  that  is  a  nice 


kite!"  1  thought  to  myself,  "If  I 
could  get  that  down  I  could 
help  that  kite,  use  that  kite, 
enjoy  seeing  it  fly,"  but  it  w'as 
far,  far  out  of  my  reach.  For 
many  of  us  tnat  is  the 
dilemma  with  which  we  live 
and  while  w'e  want  to  help, 
redeem,  restore,  and  reclaim, 
we  are  unable  to  reach  and  to 
help  those  who  have  been 
stuck,  disconnected,  and 
caught  in  the  wrong  places  in 
life.  I  know  that  sometimes 
the  church  receives  criticism 
for  not  being  what  the  church 
ought  to  be  in  reaching  out  to 
folks  and  helping  them  get 
w'bere  they  need  to  be  and 
redonnected.  Try  as  we  might 
they  are  out  of  our  reach.  Even 
then  W'e  must  not  forget  and 
in  fact,  we  must  focus  on  the 
fact  that  they  are  not  out  of 
•God's  reach.  While  w'e  may 
love  them,  God  almighty 
loves  them  even  more  and 
while  we  may  try  to  help  God 
is  still  alive,  active,  involved, 
longing,  loving,  and  wanting 
to  see  w'hat  He  has  made  them 
to  become.  Maybe  even  at  this 
moment  God  nas  brought  to 
your  mind  someone  w'ho  is 
like  a  kite  stuck  in  a  tree. 
Pause  and  lift  them  up  to  God, 
who  is  able  to  reach  and  help 
dislodge  thern  from  the 
clutches  that  hold  them  so 
thdt  by  His  grace  they  can  be 
connected  and  fly  again.

We  find  our  answer  in 
the  New  Testament  in 
James  5:10-11.  We 
paraphrase  these  verses 
to  remind  us  to  take  old 
prophets  as  modern-day  mentors. 
Why?  They  put  up  with  anything; 
went  through  everything;  never 
once  quit,  ^  the  time  honoring 
God.  What  a  gift  life  is  to  those 
who  stay  the  course,  without 
arrogance,  until  God  brings  it  all 
togemer  at  the  end,  This  we  can 
learn  from  the  man  Jeremiah. 

The  second  question  is,  "What 
can  we  learn  from  the  message 
God  gave  Jeremiah  in  Chapter  50 
of  our  study  for  today?" 

The  key  words  of  warning 
center  on  the  arrogance  of 
leaving  God  out  of  the  equation. 
We  learn  from  these  verses  and 
the  Babylonians  that  arrogance 
is  foolish,  futile,  and  fatal. 


With  this  lesson  we  close 
the  book  of  Jeremiah  for  our 
study.
